own what they made because they still don't awn. 
the tools (the factories, mines, railroads, etc.). 


BUT WHERE WILL THIS MARKET come 
from? As long as the factories remain privately 
owned, the products of industry will be. privately 
owned. Henry-Ford will “own” the cars made by 
the members of the Auto Union as long as Ford 
owns the auto plants. Just as long, also, will the 
private family of the Fords lave the “problem” 
of finding a market for “their” cars. 


It is as clear as daylight that just as long as 
the factories remain private property, the products 
of American labor will continue to pile up every 
few years in fantastic “over-production,” bringing 
on crises, unemployment, and the peril of new 
war. War is the golden solution to the private 
capitalist owners’ problem of finding a market. 
War consumes goods at a terrific rate, and wipes 
out the “surplus” unemployed. It provides a 
government-guaranteed market for. munitions .and 
war supplies.
